— The house 
yesterday adopted the conference report 
on the Cuban resolutions by a v ote of 
244 to 27 and passed the riv er and harbor 
bill under suspension of the rules, after 
a liv ely debate of 40 minutes, by a v ote 
of ¿ 16 to 40. 
The report ou the Cuban 
resolution« had been debated Friday 
and Saturday and the v ote yesterday 
was taken immediately after the read­ 
ing of the journal. 
Eighteeu Repub­ 
licans and nine Democrat« v oted against 
thdreport. 
After the most; determined 
opposition of thotfe opposed to the 
recognition ofa fk* 
insurgents in the 
senate and house there were but 10 more 
v ote* against the report than against the 
original resolutions. 
Tim former v ote 
was 382 to 17. 
By it« action yesterday 
the house agreed to the senate resolu­ 
tions and disposes of the Cuban question 
for the present. 
These resolutions were 
as follows: 
Resolv ed, That in tbe opinion of con­ 
gress, a condition of public war exists be­ 
tween the gov ernment of Spain and the 
gov ernment proclairaed'and for some time 
maintained by force of arms by the people 
of Cuba; and that the United States of 
America should maintain a strict neutral 
ity between the ©omtending powers, ac­ 
cording to each all the rights of belliger­ 
ents in. the ports and territory of the 
United States. 
Resolv ed Further, that the friendly offi­ 
ce« of the United 8 tates should be offered 
by the president to the Spanish gov ern­ 
ment for the recognition of the independ­ 
ence of Cuba. 
The riv er and harbor bill, passod yes­ 
terday carries in actual appropriation* 
$ 10,8010,660 and authorizes contract' for 
82 new projects w ith a limit of cost of 
$ 51,721,210. 
Before the house adjourned the > ew 
Mexico bond bill wa s defeated and the 
bill to open the Assinabone military 
reserv ’arion was passed. 
The Cuban resolutions w ill be of­ 
ficially brought to the attention of the 
president today by the secretary of the 
senate, who w ill present him w ith an 
enrolled copy of the 
document. Or­ 
dinarily concurrent resolutions are nor 
forwarded to the president, us they do 
not require hi« signature, but the re­ 
solutions w ill be laid before*him as the

He had had enough ex p erience to 
know how to handle the valves and 
sandbags, and he intended to go up a 
mile or so and then descend easily. Now, 
tho up p er air is full of varying currents. 
Yon may be going duo west at a half a 
mile altitude, and when you get up a 
few hundred yards farther you may 
strike a current that carries you due 
east. 
Mr. White checked his up ward 
career in a west bound draft, so that 
when he finally drited out of that cur­ 
rent into mine we wero a good long dis­ 
tance ap art. 
, , 
" I always have ap ow erful glass w ith 
me when I make an ascension. When I 
turned this on him, I saw that ho was 
in trouble. 
His balloon had twisted a 
little in such a way that I judged it 
was likely to tw ist more, and ho was 
clambering around the rop es trying to 
right it, but w ithout much ap p arent 
concep tion of what was best to do. 
was frightened lor him, for when the 
bag of a balloon turns too much the gas 
begins to escap e rap idly, and the results 
are likely to bo serious. 
I know that 
voices could bo heard a long way in the 
air, for I had ofton heard p eop le a mile 
below mo shouting, so without know 
ing how far the two balloons were ap art 
I decided to hail the other one. I gath 
erod all my breath and shouted: 
" 'Hello, hello, hello!’ 
"Then I tarned my glass on the other 
balloon again. 
Up where the air is so 
clear as it iz a mile abovo tho earth one 
can see at great distances with wonder 
ful distinctness. 
Through my glass I 
could see Mr. W hite start and look all 
around him. That was quite awhilo aft 
er I had shouted. He didn’t seom to un 
dem and where the voice came from 
but finally I saw him p ut his hands to 
his month, evidently making a sp eaking 
trump et of them. 
I waited and waited 
andwas just about to shout again when 
the huge gasbag above me began to 
thrill with sounds. They seemed to buzz 
along its sides and diffuse the air, only 
to collect and oomo w hirring and rum 
bling down the funnel to be p oured iutc 
my ears, and they fonnod in a tone that 
seemed made up of a million othez 
tones: 
" ‘Hello! Where—are—you?’ 
" It was the most p eculiar sound \ bad 
ever heard. When it had scattered itself 
into silenco, I took out my ^ t c h , and 
timing myself shouted: 
" ‘Throw out one sandbag. I ’ll come 
to you!’ 
"F o rty seconds later my balloon be­ 
gan to vibrate again, finally forming 
the words: 
" ‘A ll righ t In trouble!’ 
"There was method in my telling 
him to throw out the sandbag, as if 
was afterward of nse. 
I threw out a 
number myself, for I reckoned that a 
little above me I would find a current 
to carry me toward Mr. White. 
This I 
did and was soon within a short dis- 
tanoe of him, aerially considered. 
The 
trouble with his balloon was a slight 
disarrangement of the rop es, which I 
had myself ex p erienced, so I told him 
What to do, and he was soon all right. 
As I ex p lained to him when we reached 
the earth, we had been talking over an 
aerial telep hone, the gasbags being the 
only m aterial objects up there collecting 
all the sounds and acting as huge receiv­ 
ers.” 
" ‘W ell,’ said he, ‘you got me out of 
a very bad scrap e, but I never w as' sc 
scared in my life as when that voice 
stffronnded me. 
I thought the balloon 
was talking, and that I had gone crazy. 
** ‘It was a p retty long talk,’ said I, 
‘for, allowing the voice to travel five 
seconds to a mile by my timing, wo must 
havo been close to four miles ap art. ’ 
" ‘T hat’s simp ly imp ossible, ’ said he. 
" ‘Very w ell,’ I said. ‘T hat’s why 1 
told you to drop that sandbag. I threw 
zome out, too, and we can find out how 
far they landed ap art. 
" It wasn’t much trouble to find p eo­ 
p le who had found the bags and know 
just where they were. Fortunately they 
had landed near a railroad track, so the 
distance estimating was made easy for 
us. It was 4 
miles. I guess that is the 
record up to date for long distance talk­ 
ing without a wire. ”

It is a singular fact that the Monroe 
doctrine is of British origin. 
In 1828 
George Canning, British foreign secre­ 
tary of state, suggested that th« f United 
State* government should take decide*!» 
ground agaiufifc interference by tlie "ho ly 
alliance" in Mex ico and South, Amer­ 
ica, where the Sp anish colonies bad es­ 
tablished their indep endence. 
The "ho ly alliance” was a union of 
Austria, France, Prussia and Raissia for 
the maintenance of the Europ ean mon­ 
archies. 
It was formed soon after the 
Nap oleonic wars and was renewed and 
strengthened in 1820, when up risings 
occurred in several countries of Europ e. 
Great Britain had been asked to join the 
combination, and some step s had teen 
taken in that direction under Lord Cas- 
tlereagh. On his death by suicide Can­ 
ning became foreign minister, and un­ 
der his guidance Great Britain held 
aloof from the oontinenfal alliance. 
The United States had recognized the 
indep endence of Mex ico and tho other 
revolted Sp anish colonies, and Canning 
was inclined to p ursue the same course. 
In 1823 he suggested to Richard Rush, 
United States minister at Loudon, that 
this government should ex p ress in a 
forcible manner its op p osition to inter­ 
vention by the Europ ean, p owers in be­ 
half of Sp aiu against its colonies which 
had rejected allegiance. 
This suggestion was conveyed to Pres­ 
ident Monroe through John Quincy 
Adams, the American secretary of state. 
President Monroe submitted the p rop o­ 
sition of Canning to Jefferson and Mad­ 
ison for their op inion on the subject 
Jefferson’s answer was p romp t and de­ 
cisive in favor of such a declaration as 
Canning had suggested. He said it was 
the most momentous question submitted 
for his op inion since the Declaration of 
Indep endence. 
Madison 
ap p roved of 
Jefferson’s op inion and equally ap p re­ 
ciated the imp ortance of the question. 
Under these circumstances President 
Monroe, in his annual message Dec. 2, 
1823, ex p ressed the doctrine that has 
since borne his name. 
There had been 
some corresp ondence with Russia and 
Great Britain in rogard to boundary 
treaties, which the p resident described 
adding: 
In the discussions to which tb‘ig in_ 
fcerest has given rise, and in 
ar. 
raugements by which they me y term i­ 
nate, the occasion has teen jp ' jge(^ p rop ­ 
er for asserting aa a p rincr ,j0 1U which 
the rights and iuterests 
the United 
States are involved tte at the American 
continents, by the fre 
an(^ indep endent 
condition which tV ,y have assumed and 
maintain, are hencefo rth not to be 
considered as ’subjects of colonization 
by any Eurojr¿an p owers.” 
In the fit*’jue message, referring to the 
insurreetd' on8 ju Europ e, President Mon­ 
roe said that the United States would 
nhvay a ho anx ious and interested sp ec- 
l;d r rs of events, but declared: 
‘‘In the ma^s of Europ ean p owers in 
matters relating to themselves we have 
never taken any p art, nor does it com­ 
p ort with our p olicy to do so. It is only 
when our rights are invaded or serious­ 
ly menaced that we resent injuries or 
make p rep arations for defense. With the 
movements in this hemisp here we are of 
necessity more immediately connected, 
and by causes which must be obvious to 
all enlightened and im p artial observ­ 
ers. ” 
"T he p olitic» ! system of the allied 
p owers is essentially different in this 
resp ect from tha*, of America. This dif­ 
ference p roceeds from that which ex ists 
iu their resp ective .governments. And to 
the defense of our own, which has been 
acquired by the loss of so much blood 
and treasure, and m atured by the wis­ 
dom of their most enlightened citizens, 
and under which we have enjoyed un­ 
ex amp led felicity, this whole nation is 
devoted. 
We owe it, therefore, to the 
candur and to the amicabharelations ex ­ 
isting between the United States and 
those p owers to declare that we should 
consider any attem p t on their p arts to 
ex tend their system to this hemisp here 
as dangerous to our p eace and safety. 
With the ex isting colonies or dep enden­ 
cies of any Europ ean government we 
have not interfered and shall not inter­ 
fere. 
But with the governments that 
have declared their indep endence and 
m aintained it and whose indep endeuco 
we have on great consideration and on 
just p rincip les acknowledged, we could 
not view any interp osition for the p ur­ 
p ose of op p ressing them, or controlling 
in any other manner their destiny, in 
any other light than as a manifestation 
of an unfriendly disp osition toward the 
United States. ” 
This is the Monroe doctrine: 1. No 
new Europ ean colonies on this hemi­ 
sp here. 2. No interference with colonies 
of Europ ean p owers now ex isting. 8. 
No interference by any Europ ean p ower 
with the affairs of any American nation. 
It is but justice to say that the vigorous 
language in which it is ex p ressed evi­ 
dently came from the able and caustje 
p en of John Q. Adams, secretary of 
state. John C. Calhoun was secretary of
